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SAMPLING METHOD 


Our purpose was to calculate the occupancy of all types of tourist 
establishments in Ontario during the months of January and July, 1969. 
Approximately 10 per cent of all establishment types in each vacation 
area (excluding campsites), licensed by the Ontario Department of Tourism 
and Information and the Liquor Licence Board of Ontario, were randomly 
selected according to "probability proportional to size". 

Sampling cards were prepared by the Travel Research Branch for each 
of the selected establishments, one covering the month of January and 
another covering the month of July. (See Appendix I.) The field staff 
of the Tourist Development Branch transmitted the sampling cards to 
selected tourist establishments in each vacation area. At designated 
intervals, establishment cperators completed the cards and mailed them 
directly to the Travel Research Branch where they were tabulated and 
analysed. 

The basic description of the contacted establishment was given on 
each card. In addition, provision was made for three basic data on which 
the sample was based: 

a) total number of rental units available 

b) number of rental units occupied 

c) selected weeks (in rotation)

ONTARIO TOURIST ESTABLISHMENT OCCUPANCY, 1969 


To determine if the number of available rental units had any 
influential effect on the occupancy index, the detailed breakdown of 
establishments by category: 


a) 30 or more rental units 
b) 29 or less rental units 


was repeated in 1969. Again, results indicated that the average occupancy 
index for each type of establishment for all Ontario tourist establishments 
was higher when 30 or more rental units were available. 

The sample provided for the tabulation of a wide range of rental 
units and types of establishments, with the exception of campsites. 
Due to their poor representation in preceding years, campsites were 
eliminated from the report. Failure to respond, or the remittance of 
incomplete information was responsible for the final processing of less 
than 10 per cent of the sample and, in some instances, created a less 
than valid index. 

It is expected that an occupancy survey of tourist establishments 
in Ontario will be undertaken yearly during the months of January and 
July, and that a new sample will be selected each year. 

The following tables include all occupancy indices, expressed in 
per cent, for each type of establishment by District* and totals for 
the province, with comparable figures for 1967 and 1968, where available. 

Tables I and II show the occupancy of all types of tourist establishments 
in Ontario by District* for the months of January and July, 1969. 

Average total occupancy for the month of January, 1969 was 49 per 
cent as compared to 46 per cent obtained in 1968 and 1967. For July, 
the average total occupancy was 67 per cent in 1969, 70 per cent in 1968 
and 68 per cent in 1967. Examination by establishment type revealed that 
during July (with the exception of hotels and cabins) occupancy was lower 
in 1969 than in 1968, a reversal of the comparison of results in 1968, 
indicating perhaps those visitors whose preferential interests lay in 


touring the province rather than long-term visitors who would patronize 


lodges and cottages.

Tables III and IV, in which all establishments were divided into groups 
showing 


a) those with 30 or more rental units 
b) those with 29 or less rental units 


revealed a higher occupancy in group (a) during 1969 and 1968 - an 
important factor which could influence policy with regard to tourist 
establishment development in the future. Indices for these groups by type 
of establishments are shown for the month of January, in Table III and for 
July, in Table iv, 

Tables V to XXIV refer to the 10 Districts into which the 32 vacation 
areas were grouped to indicate more clearly the variation of establishment 
occupancies for statistical purposes.- 

Two tables were prepared for each of the 10 Districts. The first shows 
occupancy by establishment type during January 1968 and 1969 and compares 
the average occupancy of those establishments having more than 30 rental 
units and those having less than 29 units available during January 1968 
and 1969. 

The second table shows similar data for July and includes the average 
total occupancy by establishment type for July 1967. 

Although the average total occupancy by establishment type was higher 
for larger establishments, a closer study of the individual Districts showed 
some preference for smaller establishments. 

Therefore, in order to reach a more authoritative conclusion, it would 


seem advisable to continue focusing attention on the two groups during
